HE Affembly of the States of this Prin- 

cipality, (conven’d in the Name and by 

the Authority of the Emperor,) was 

open’d here on Tuefday laft the 28th 

of November, notwithftanding a great 
number of the Members were abfent, who were 
deterr’d from Appearing, by the Menaccs of the 
Elector our Prince. The next day Count Sinzendorf 
made the following Speech to the Affembly. 


Gentlemen, 
‘1 Could with to have had the Honour of meeting 
«+ you on any other Occafion, than this which has 
“ oblig’d me to call you together in the Name of his 
‘Imperial Majefty our moft Auguft Mafter: For 
‘there is nothing that he defires more earneftly, than 
‘to maintain you in that Condition, in which the 
‘Election made by the Chapter fome Years ago had 
‘placed you ; having te that end employ’d all the 
‘Means which Generofity, Clemency, and Lenity 
‘could fuggeft. Bur, inftead of giving ear to fuch 
‘wholefom Counfels, which tended folely to the 
‘ General Good of the Empire, and the particular 
‘Welfare of this State ; Meafures fo oppofite to the 
‘Laws and Fundamental Conftitutions of the Em- 
‘ pire have been purfued ; that, departing from the 
‘Duty and Obligations to which all the Princes of 
‘that Auguft Body are fubject, fuch Engagements 
“have been entred into, fo contrary to Equity and 
*“Confcience, as have given great Offence to the 
‘whole Empire; infomuch that his Imperial Ma- 
‘ jefty found himfelf oblig’d to order the Avocatoria 
*to be iffued out on the 9th of January 1702, and 
‘fti'l reterves to himfelf the putting them fully in 
‘Execution, according to the Refolution made by 
“the Empire on the 30th of September laft. Bur, 
‘ forafmuch as the Chapter,and this State in a Body, 
“have no way been acceffary in fuch pernicious 
*Defigns, his Imperial Majefty is perfwaded that 
‘they will continue in that Duty, Submitfion, and 
¢ Affection, to his Majefty and the Empire, which 
“the Obligaticn ro their immediate Sovereign, and 
* the rrefent Juncture require ; and that, bearing in 
‘mind your being Free, and Abfolv'd (by the Avo- 
‘ catoria and Refolution of the Empire above men- 
“ticn’d) of the Oath which you took to your Prince, 
“you will not follow, unlefs you would incur the 
‘Penalties cf the Imperial Edicts, other Orders and 
‘ Interefts than thofe of his Imperial Majefty and the 
‘Empire. Things being thus, I make no doubt, Gen- 
‘tlemen, but you will readily agree to take fuch 
‘ Meafures as may beft contribute to the Security 
“and Prefervation of this Srate, which cannot be 
‘ maintain’d otherwife than by eftablithing the ne- 
‘ceffary Funds for the publick Service, which will 
‘expire in a few days. "Tis neceffary likewife, That 
* you fpeedily and effectually confult of further Sup- 
© plying the indifpenfable Occafions of the State; as 
‘the Repairing and, Fortifying of Citadels, the 


‘ Levying and Maintaining of 2 Battallions; the 
‘Payment of your Annuities, Debts, and other 
“inevitable Charges of the Government. I hope that 
“you will make known, by your Concurrence in 
* what may promote the common Caufe, the Zeal, 
‘and Fidelity which you owe to his Imperial Ma- 
‘jefty and the Empire ; and the Defire you have 
“to Merit by fuch a Deportment, the Efteem and 
‘ Affection of the Aliies; and particularly of the 
States General, who have exerted themfelves with 
‘ fo much Generofity, for the recovering your Rights 
‘ and Liberties, and to refcue you out of that dan- 
* gerous Condition, to which the pernicious Defigns 
‘ of ill defigning Perfons had reduc’d you. Gentle- 
‘men, As for my felf in particular, I will ufe my 
* beft Endeavours, while I refide among you, to pro- 
“cure not only the Maintenance and Security of 
“your Rights and Privileges, but to promote what- 
“ever may further Eftablifh and Augment them. 
‘*Tis by this Conduct only, that I hope to preferve 
* the Honour of your Friendship. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 9. 

Ratton, Nov.30. The Envoy of the Duke of 
Wirtemburg has reprefented to the Dict from the 
Circle of Swabia, that that Circle is harrafs’d more 
and more every day by the Bavarian Troops; that 
on the Rhine the French give the Imperialifts fuffi- 
cient Employment ; that the other Imperial Suce 
cours are long a coming; that the Elccior of Ba« 
varia, to induce the Circle to come to an Accom- 
modation with him, has offer’d to reftore things to 
their former State; that feveral of the Deputies 
were very much inclin’d to treat with him, and 
that it was to be feard they would agree with 
him, if they were not timely reliewd: Wherefore 
he earneftly requefted, that for the Advancement 
of the common Caufe, and the Prefervation of the 
Circle of Swabia, the Diet would difpofe the 
other Circles and States of the Empire that have 
already arm’d, to move to their affiftance without 
further delay. Mean time “tis thoughr this Re- 
monftance is well intended, and that the Circle 
of Swabia will not conclude any Accommodation 
or Neutrality with the Elector of Bavaria. 


Plymouth, Dec. 4. Yefterday came in Her Ma- 
jefty’s Ship the Rye Gailey from the Eaftward,
